Medicare Prescription 


The size of the Democratic vote Nov. 
3. after a national campaign featuring 
fervent discussion of the medicare issue 
suggests that new force will be put back 
of the Johnson administration's drivr for 
a medicare law. 
President Johnson has put medicare at 
the top of the list of legislation he will 


favor when the 89th Congress convenes, 
with a beefed-up Democratic majority. 


The chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Commute, Wilbur D. Mills of 
Arkansas, a long-time opponent of medi­ 
care, also may have noted the election 


returns. He said even before the vote 
had been cast that he thought something 
should be done to guard against the risk 
& financial disaster to wage earners who 
encounter heavy costs of illness. He in­ 
dicated he would favor any sound plan, 
which has been interpreted to mean he 
would favor any plan sound enough to 
command general support. As chairman of 


the House committee that must handle 
the issue, Rep. Mills is listened to with 
respect. 
One plan now getting attention has been 
devised by the Medical Society of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia. 
All the society's 
members belong to 
American Medical Association. 
The plan calls for a tax-supported 're­ 
alistic senior citizens health care pro­ 
gram ,” requiring cooperation of AMA, 
Blue Cross, Blue Shield and the com­ 
mercial Insurance industry. It would be 
patterened on the federal employe health 
benefits program now in existence under 
which the government pays a part of 
the cost of insurance and allows bene­ 
ficiaries to choose whatever program suits 
them best. 
This would eliminate the tie-up with the 
existing Social Security program, which 
proved to be the controversial feature of 
the bill that died in conference committee 
this year. 


New Center of Gravity 


Under the leadership of the Catholic 
hierarchy in the United States, hundreds 
of members of the third session of the 
Vatican Ecumenical Council tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to counter an Old World move to 
block a vote on a declaration favoring re­ 
ligious liberty. 
The declaration would have upheld the 
individual’s right to his own religious be­ 
lief and defends all religions from inter­ 
ference by the state. This is in keeping 
with the U.S. guarantee of religious free­ 
dom. It is at cross-purposes with Old 
World ties between church and state. 
But the issue, itself, is not as important 
as the fact it was joined through a divi­ 
sion between Old Work! conservatism and 
New World progressivism. The issue can 
be resolved easier than the split can be 
healed. 
The United States has evolved into a new 
center of gravity in the Roman Catholic 
Church. The Vatican must always be in 
Rome, but an increasing portion of the 
power of Roman Catholicism, in terms of 
numbers, wealth and moral and temporal 
influence will be in the great cities of the 
United States. 


This new center of gravity will make it­ 
self felt in many ways. It is not to be 
forgotten, moreover, that one of the most 
significant ways came during the pres­ 
idential campaign of 1960. when John F. 
Kennedy declared that his Roman Catholic 
faith was not a factor in politics. 


In the United States, he declared, the 
separation of church and state is abso­ 
lute. He told the Greater Houston Minis­ 
terial Association on Sept. 12, 1960; “ I 
am wholly opposed to the state being used 
by 
any 
religious 
group. 
Catholic 
or 
Protestant, to compel, prohibit, or perse­ 
cute the free exercise of any other re­ 
ligion. And I hope that you and I con­ 
demn with equal fervor those nations 
which deny their presidency to Protestants 
and those which deny it to Catholics. , .” 


That declaration, whose importance was 
largely overlooked at the time, was his­ 
torical in its implications. It attested to a 
significant division of opinon between the 
Roman Catholic who was going to become 
president of the United States and the 
Roman Catholics who adhered to the 
church-state traditions of Europe. 


Not Quite Like Harvard 


Even after the glowing reports of im­ 
provements at Ohio's Industrial School

up for die future is not quite like Har­ 
vard. But it is not going to be like the 
Ohio Boys Industrial School of the past, 
either.

to do otherwise. Even those institutions 
that are not weighted down with the 
handicap of hopelessness need to be given 
a new lease on life to keep them from 
turning moribund.

lateral. Since thousands of Long­ 
shoremen now believe the Pen­ 
tagon has be­ 
trayed 
them, 
there is a col­ 
lateral 
issue 
in 
the 
snap 
closing of the 
Defense 
De - 
part ment 
piers 
which 
c o ul d 
cost 
t h e 
1 a nd 
Victor biomi 
lion dollars in­ 
stead of saving it some millions. 
Because of this talk of “dou­ 
ble cross” there could be a 
Longshoremen’s 
strike 
which 
would paralyze a hundred ports 
for weeks. 
Involved are the anxieties of 
the men who have worked at 
“ BART” for years. “ BART” is 
jargon for the Brooklyn Army 
Terminal 
which 
was ordered 
shut last week by Secretary 
McNamara. 
At BART docks, ships have 
been loaded by 700 to 1,000 
union men for voyages in war 
and peace 
to bases rangir^j 
from Greenland to Near East­ 
ern sandswept harbors. 


SOON THE MEN of BART 
will be out of jobs. And this 
news came at a time when the 
New York Shipping Association 
and the International Longshore­ 
men’s Association (ILA, AFL- 
CIO) 
are 
deadlocked in their 
contract negotiations over the 
issues of reducing the size of 
Longshoremen’s work gangs, un­ 
freezing what is called “ irozen 
details” ami modernizing “cus­ 
toms 
and 
practices” 
which 
have come through from sailing 
ship days. 
This battling has been on dead 
center since Oct. 1. The govern­ 
ment has been appealing to the 
loyalty of Longshoremen— and to 
their good sense—to postpone 
their strike threatened for mid­ 
night Dec. 19. 
Now Longshoremen’s leaders 
are asking themselves how can 
they go to their followers and 
urge reductions in work forces 
when there soon will be a need 
to find jobs for the more than 
700 men thrown out of work at 
BART. 
To see the problem of the 
Longshoremen you have to think 
like 
a 
Longshoreman—which 
leaves the Shipping Association 
and the nation right in the mid­ 
dle. 


UNION 
DOCKWALLOPERS 
see the big issue as the de­ 
mand of the shippers to change 
the work habits of the checkers 
and clerks. 
There are 4,000 such men. 
Among them are auto check­ 
ers, cashew nut checkers, cof­ 
fee bag checkers, rubber check­ 
ers and hatch checkers, just to 
mention a few in the strange 
milieu ot the hook and winh. 
Each checker considers him­ 
self a specialist m the field and 
is proud of his skill. And it 
does take training, though to 
the landlocked world the phrase 
cashew nut checker may sound 
silly. It isn’t. There are grades 
and classifications of the nuts 
and 
a 
mistake 
could 
cost 
money. 
The shippers recognize this. 
But they don’t want the checker 
to be frozen to his craft. It 
may take a nut checker just 
two or three hours to monitor 
the bags as they come out of 


the hold. 
Then if there are no more 
chashews, he cannot be shifted 
to check coffee bags under the 
“ customs and practices.” He 
spends the rest of the day doing 
little but waiting for more nut 
shipments and is paid for a full 
eight hours even if he works 
only five hours of the time. 


SO IT IS with auto checkers. 
One such man can find 25 cars 
coming out of the hold. He can 
check them out in two hours. 
Yet he is paid for the full sting 
even if he relaxes on the dock 
awaiting other auto shipments. 
The shippers reason that the 
coffee bag checkers would be 
shifted to other work on other 
products or checking any cargo 
in and out at the hatch or on 
the truck line on the piers. 
The owners realize this would 
mean a reduction in the work 
force and have come up with 
bigger 
pensoins • an increase 
from $100 a month to $175 in 
order to tempt some of the 1,200 
men now at work 
who are 
over 65. There is also a new 
type of wage guarantee to men 
who may find themselves be­ 
ing paid for less than the max­ 
imum hours. 
But this would give the men 
a $7,000 guaranteed minimum 
while many of them now earn 
upward of $10,000 and some­ 
times $15,000 a year. 


THUS THE GOING was tough 
anyway. Union President Thom­ 
as (Ted) Gleason, himself an 
ex-checker, and still head of 
their Local No. 
1, has been 
holding his ground here and in 
Washington. His colleague, An­ 
thony Scotto, who blends a col­ 
lege education with hard work­ 
ing 
Longshoremen’s 
training 
and tradition, heads the dock- 
men at BART. Both were at­ 
tempting to work out some ar­ 
rangement which might have 
compromised the conflict and 
avoided the strike. 
But the Defense Department 
directive came so suddenly and 
so toughly that they will have 
difficulty going to their 
union 
with proposals for cutting more 


workers off the piers. 
There are obvious reasons 
for the demand of the repeal 
of McNamara’s edict and the 
reprieve of “ BART”—one of the 
world’s most efficient military 
waterfront terminals. If not, a 
lot more may be shut down 
from Maine to Texas. 


History Today

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Babylonians drowned murder­ 
ers; the Israelites stoned Sab­ 
bath breakera; the Assyrians 
impaled the guilty; the Romans 
had an extra-special way of 
dealing with citizens who mur­ 
dered close relative». 
They sewed the victim up in a 
sack with a dog, a cock, a viper 
and an ape. Then the sack was 
cast into the sea or river. 
Last year in the United State» 
21 
men 
were 
put 
to death 
by legal authorities in entirely 
legal ways. Six were gassed, 13 
were electrocuted and two were 
hanged. The youngest was an 
18-year-oki Negro in Georgia; 
the oldest a 55-year-oki white 
man in Arizona. 
The crimes they committed 
are recognized universally as 
heinous: murder, rape and kid­ 
naping. But, in this century — 
and there are notable excep­ 
tions — that’s the way more and 
more Americans, like people all 
over the world, are viewing the 
death penalty. 
Last 
March, 
the 
Kentucky 
House voted to abolish capital 
punishment. Although the bill 
died in the Senate, that's the 
first time the perennial measure 
had traveled that far. 
Early this month, voters in 
Oregon approved a law to take 
the death penalty for murder 
out 
of the state 
constitution. 
When Gov. Mark Hafleld pro­ 
claims the vote — he immedi­ 
ately commuted to life the death 
sentences of three condemned 
slayers — the death penalty will 
be dead in Oregon. 
The 21 executed by civil ai> 
thorities in the United States 
last year were, according to 
Federal 
Bureau 
of 
Prison 
records, the smallest number 
executed in any year in the na­ 
tion’s history. From 1930, the 
earliest for which detailed sta­ 
tistics are available, until 1949, 
at least 100 were so dispatched 
each year. 
Equally to the point Is that 
capital punishment is as good as 


dead in many states where it 
remains on the books. Only 15 
states recorded executions in 
1963. Seven states haven’t con­ 
ducted 
an 
execution 
hi 
s 
decade. 
A year ago, Gov. Edmund G 
Brown of California, an implac­ 
able foe of capital punishment 
pointed to 104 months without a 
legal execution in his state and 
declared: “ It really means that 
capital punishment has 
been 
repealed by the courts.” 
At the moment, 42 states, tht 
District of Columbia and the 
federal government impose cap­ 
ital punishment. It is illegal in 
six states — Michigan, Wiscon­ 
sin, Maine, Minnesota, Alaska 
and Hawaii — and, for all prac­ 
tical purposes. In Rhode Island 
and North Dakota 
On the world scene, since 185$ 
capital 
punishment 
has 
beer 
abolished I except, as a general 
rule, in wartime or under m ar­ 
tial law; in Austria. Colombia, 
Latvia. Luxembourg, the Neth­ 
erlands, Panama. Portugal. Ro­ 
mania, San Marino, the Domin­ 
ican Republic, Sweden, Argenti­ 
na. Brazil, Costa Rica, Ecuador, 
Honduras, Norway. Peru, Uru­ 
guay and Venezuela. 
Perhaps the most prominent 
voice raised against abolition of 
the death penalty is that of J. 
Edgar 
Hoover, 
since 
1924 
director of the FBI 
In June 1960, writing in tha 
FBI law enforcement bulletin, 
the nation’s most famous crime 
fighter said: “ It is my opinion 
that when no shadow of a doubt 
remains relative to the guilt of a 
defendant, the public Interest 
demands capital punishment ba 
invoked where the law so pro­ 
vides.” 
And. he went on, “the profes­ 
sional law enforcement officer 
is convinced from experience 
that the hardened criminal has 
been and is deterred from kill­ 
ing based on the prospect of the 
death penalty.” 
Still, the pendulum is swing­ 
ing the other way.

If the cau sative 
germ can be identified, an ap­ 
propriate antibiotic can be pre­ 
scribed. Fu rthermore, an infec­ 
ted diverticu lu m in the 
colon 
may irritate the bladder 
and 
k eep the u lcer going. If su ch a 
cau se exists, it, too, mu st 
be 
treated. 
Q—I'm a hou sewife. My doc­ 
tor is giving me Tal Estamine. 
What is it for and has it any 
harmfu l side effects? 
A—This is a combination 
of 
an estrogen (female hormone), 
scopolamine (the sedative u sed 
to indu ce twilight sleep) and a 
barbitu rate. It is given chiefly 
to relieve the u npleasant symp­ 
toms of the menopau se. T he 
dose of any estrogen shou ld be 
carefu lly adju sted to you r in - 
dividu al needs. For 
prolonged 
u se, an estrogen withou t added 
barbitu rates 
shou ld 
be 
u sed 
becau se all barbitu rates 
a r e 
habit forming. 
Q—If a person had a cancer 
in one breast and it was re­ 
moved wou ld cancer be lik ely 
to develop in the other breast? 
A — Althou gh 
cancer rarely 
develops in a second breast, it 
can happen. Mu ch more lik ely, 
however, is that the victim of 
a breast cancer will get cancer 
in the bones, adrenal 
glands, 
lu ngs or liver. That is why it is 
so important to discover 
a 
breast cancer early in its de­ 
velopment and have it removed 
completely as soon as possible. 
Q—I have been told that syr­ 
u p of iron iodide wou ld 
help 
clear acne. Is this tru e? 
A—Iodine in any form is more 
lik ely to aggravate acne.
